BELFAST, May 16--Stubborn  dis- 


inclination to accept anything in the 
way of a government which might im- 
ply the future subjection of Ulster to 
Home Rule was evident today on the 
ocasion of Premier Asquith’s visit to 
Belfast, which lasted) oniy a. few 
hours. So far as can be learned, the 
premier's conference with a large 
body of representative Ulster men was 
disappointing, 

It is understood that the question 
of the general disarmament of forces 
in Treland not authorized by the gov- 
ernment, was discussed, and, although 
those present were pledged to secrecy, 
it is rumored that cold water had been 
thrown on the proposal. The discus- 
sion was very full and frank, but it is 
asserted that the result was ulsatis- 
factory. 

Sir Edward Carson's telegram to the 
Ulster Unionist Council, to the effect 
that he had no knowledge of r ors 
respecting the government of Ireland, 
did not bring about an alleviation of 
the situation. Belfast itself does not 
show any signs of accepting the com- 
promise which it is understood Mr, 
Redmond is reudy to offer, Ulster's 
capital was almost entirely unaffected 
by the recent rebellion, and the pro- 
visions of martial law have not been 
enforced, 

Will Not Deal With Nationalists. 

Everything is outwardly calm, but 
the keenest interest underlies the sur- 
face appearance, and many Ulsterites 
declare their determination to have no 
dealings with the Nationalists. All the 
newspapers in Belfast advise in re- 
gard to uny promises the premier may 
have made, but which are not yet 
publie property. 

Mr. Asquith returned to Dublin to- 
‘night, where, it is reported, further

Mr. Asquith, who arvived in the 
private motor car of Baron Wimborne 
former Lord Lieutenant, was tendered 
a luncheon by the Lord Mayor, and

During the evening the Ulster 
Unionist Council received the follow- 
ing telegram from Sir Bdward Carson: 

“Tt know nothing whatever of the 
rumors as to the government of Ire- 
land, appearing in the press, nor as 
to the foundation of them.” 

Forecast of New Volicy. 

LONDON, May 16—The Daily Mail 
this Morning gives what it clainis is 
u forecast of Premier Asquith's new 
Irish policy, formulated as the result 
of his visit to [reland, as follows: 

“Pirst——To Lrishmen to be given a 
greater share in the government of 
their country. An executive council— 
a sort of Trish cabinet—sitting in Dub- 
lin, is to be set up, and will be respon- 
sible for the control of trish affairs, 
but itself will be under the control of 
the British parliament. At the mo- 
ment there will be no talk of the in- 
troduction of an Irish house of com- 
mons. Ulster sentiment must be re- 
spected as well as that of the National- 
ists, if u settlement is to be secured, 

“Second—Both the Ulster and Na- 


tionalist volunteers ure expected to 
receive official recognition, and be 
made forces of the Crown, This is 


regarded as fur better than suppre 
sion and disarmament. Neither force 
is disloyal to Great Britain, and both 
may be usefully employed and brought 
into a sort of union with one another 
by recognition,”

PATHETIC LETTER IS LEFT BY 
GIRL WHO COMMITTED SUICIDE 


Girl, Believed to be Edith Mothersole of Winterburn, Says That She 


Was Going to Take Her Life Because She Could Not 
Marry Man to Whom She Was Engaged. 


That the girl] who jumped to her 
death on Saturday noon from the High 
Level Bridge is Edith Mothersole, the 
21 year-old daughter of A. Mothersole, 
a farmer residing at Winterburn, a few 
miles west of the city, is the statement 
of Mr. Mothersole, who has made an 
investigation of the case. 

Mothersole and his wife came to the 
city on Sunday to visit their daughter, 
who had been living on 91st street. 
When they arrived they found she was 
missing, and the investigation that 
followed has confirmed them in the be- 
lief that the suicide is their daughter. 

Miss Mothersole is highly spoken of 
by all who knew her, and as of more 
than average intelligence, She was 
engaged to Levid Johnson, a young 
man of Swedish nationality, employ- 
ed at the Ritchie Coal Mine, She had 
met him two years ago when he was 
working for his father, heir friend- 
ship grew, and about u year ago they 
became engaged and were to be mar- 
ried this month. 

That the proposed marriage hed 
become repugnant to her is indicated 
by the letter which she left on Satur- 
day, and which was found by Johnson 
when he came to call) on Saturday

Building in Akron, Ohio, Col- 
lapses as Result of Big’ Dyna- 
mite Blast 


AKRON, Ohio, May 15 — 


At least a dozen persons 
were killed, and nearly a 
score injured this evening, 


when the old Beacon Journal 
Building, occupied by the 
Crystal restaurant, collapsed 
as a result of a blast of dyna- 
nite in an adjoining excava- 
tion, 

Seven identified and three 
unidentified bodies have 
been recovered, and two per- 
sons now missing are thought 
to be in the ruins. 


ta tremendous roar, echoing the 
screams of dying people, brought 
thousands to the disaster scene, in the 
heart of Akron's business district. 
Instantly the entire city rallying undor 
the shock, plunged to the work of 
rescue, A, great pile of ruins, broken 
fimbers, twisted steel and tons of 
Urick and mortar, buried the victims, 
who a moment before were dining in 
the restaurant, 

Kight bodies were soon taken out 
of the wreckage by flremen, police and 
volunteer rescuers, by chopping 
through the debris. Nineteen more, 
many of them fatally injured, were 
extricated and sent to hospitals, Only 
two or three of the others known to 
have been in the restaurant sueceeded 
It escaping before the crash,

IS REPORTED IN 
WAR THEATRES 


French Take German Trenches, 
While British Repulse Enemy 
Attack 


LONDON, May 15—Little heavy 
fighting is in progress in any of the 
various war theatres, The French, in 
the Meuse hills, to the east of Verdun, 
in a surprise attack, cleared the Ger- 
mans from trenches over a front of 
about two hundred yards, and also put 
down in Champagne several German 
attacks, Bombardments alone are tak- 
ing place around Verdun, 

Along the British line in France 
bombardments and sapping opera- 
tions are being carried on at various 
points. East of Loos the Germans 
succeeded in gaining a foting in Bri- 
tish trenches, but were able to hold 
them only a few minutes under a 
counter attack, 

The Italians in the Monte Adamello 
zone have succeeded in occupying 
positions in the sector between Croz- 
zon di Fargorina and Croz¢zon di 
Lares, which ure of great strategic 
value in thelr movement against 
Trent.

Railways Go to the 
Receivers 


INQUIRY BOARD TO 
HAVE FULL POWERS 


Report to Give Solution Of 
Question. Says the 
Minister 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, May 15—The fifteen 
million C.N.R. loan estimate was yot- 
ed in the House of Commons today af- 
ter a discussion lasting for four 
hours. 

R. B. Bennett, of Calgary, in a long 
speech, reviewed the railway situation, 
and said that he would prefer to sec 
the C.N.R, and G.T.P, placed in the 
hands of receivers, but he would not 
oppose the government's proposals be- 


cause he believed that the country 
Was at the end of temporary aid to 
railways, and as a result of the in- 
quiry to be held a permanent policy 
would be adopted. r. Bennett pro- 
tested against the C.N.R. being given 
a dollar for their stock In the event of 
the railway being taken over. He 
thought the government should coi- 
trol the money to be loaned as well as 
the operating surplus as he belleved 
that MacKenzie and Mann wero not 
to be trusted. After the inquiry, ho 
said, there should be a special session 
of parliament to deal with ratlway log- 
islation, 


Could Not Move Amendment. 


Hon. G. P, Graham objected be- 
cause it was impossible for the oppo- 
sition to make any amendments to a 
vote in committee of supply. He had 
proposed to move that enough of the 
common stock of the C.N.R. should be 
taken to give the government control 
of the road. Mr, Graham said he wax 
not afraid of the nationalization of 
the railways, but if that were decid- 
ed upon, it should be with the ulti- 
mate object of taking over all the 
rallways, 

Sir Thomas White said that under 
the legislation of 1914 the govern- 
saent could at any timo. take over they 
control of the Canadian Northern antl 
that additional legislation was not ne- 
coumary. He repeated his previous 
stutement that the purpose of the 
railway loans is to make it poassibie 
for the roads to remain solvent until 
an inquiry can be held. 

Hon, Frank Oliver thought the go- 
vernment should explain ts § it was 
necessary to advance so much monéy 
to the railways when the west is full 
of produce which has not been car- 
ried over the railways to the markets 
of the world. 

What Board Can Report. 

In reply to a question from Mr. 
Graham, Sir Thomas White said that 
the board of inquiry would have ful! 
powers to make a report on the phy- 
sical and financial conditions of the 
Canadian railway systems and to re- 
port on the general situation, They 
will give advice on the readjustment 
of the railways so as to get the best 
economic results. Their report will 
enable the government to arrive at u 
permanent solution. He said that the 
personnel of the committee had not 
yet been considered, The item for 
$150,000 to carry on the inquiry was 
then passed and a $10,000 vole for 
auditors was also passed without op- 
position, 

Sir Thomas said the audtiors would 
be men of high standing. 

At a late hour on the second read- 
ing of the government bill to take over 
the Quebec and Saguenay Railway at 
au price to be fixed by the exchequer 
court, there was considerable criti- 
cism of the proposal. 

Started iu 1011, 

J. G. Turriff asserted that the con- 
struction of the line had been com- 
menced previous to the election of 
1911 by Sir Rodolphe Forget, and 
that it had been stopped in 1912 after 
the elections were over. Othor oppo- 
sition members declared that the go- 
vernment should not take over this 
line at a time when a commission was 
being appointed te inquire into the 
general railway situation in Canada. 

Hon, J. D. Reld defended the pro- 
posal, He said that the line would 
make a good branch Ine of the N.T 
R., as it would serve a large population 
on the north side of the St. Lawrence 
now very much in need of railway fa- 
cilities. The cost would be fixed by 
the exchequer court with due allow- 
ance for depreciation, ete, 

The bill was given second reading.

A made-in-Germany — peace 
would be only preliminary to an 
other made-in-Germany war. 

There are times when it is a re- 
lief to know that Berlin official re- 
ports do not always tell the truth. 

The essence of Kultur doctrine 
is that any nation that is foolish 
enough to take a Berlin promise 
seriously is legitimate prey. 

Pacifists claim that wars are 
caused by big nations bullying 
little ones. | Mexico, for instance, 
bullying the United States. 

Seemingly the bond-buyers do 
not agree with the Provincial Op- 
position that the credit of the 
Province has pretty well gone to 
the dogs. 

President Wilson told a delega- 
tion that compulsory military ser- 
viee would not be contrary to 
American traditions. He might 
have put it the other way. It is 
the only system really consistent 
with the democratic notion of 
equality of rights and duty. 

Speaking recently at Hamburg 
on ‘German Sea Power and Cen- 
tral Burope, Count Reventlow, the 
naval critic, declared: ‘‘Sins of 
“geographical development can be 
“made good only geographically. 
“Seldom has a people had such 
“chance to make good old sins as 
“‘we have today. History would 
“not forgive the German people if 
“it failed to make use of this op- 
“portunity.”’ Reading this makes 
it easy to understand why Holland 
closed the frontier and mobilized 
its army. 

Through the life of the present 
generation it will be the duty and 
privilege of the Canadian people 
to do what may be necessary to 
help men who have lost health, 
limb or faculty on the battlefield 
to secure a comfortable living. 
The more widely our people are in- 
terested in the problem now the 
more creditably we shall deal with 
it in the days that are to come, 
The visit to the city of an official 
whose business it is to bring this 
question to the public attention is 
timely, and should produce good 
results in the quickening of 
general interest, 


From the day the Lusitania was 
sunk until the corresponding date 
one year later thirty-seven unarm- 


ed British merchant ships and 
twenty-two neutral vessels were 
torpedoed by Germany and its 


allies without warning. And the 
chancellor at Berlin says this eam- 
paign is only given up beeause it 
has failed to starve England and 
because to continue it would break 
off relations with the yet neutral 
countries of the world, One rea- 
son for the suspension of the assas- 
sination campaign is the fear that 
Germany would not be able longer 
to draw for supplies upon Holland, 
Denmark, Sweden, and Norway, or 
to count on the friendly offices of 
the United States when peace has 
to be made, Obviously if Germany 
were not dependant upon ount- 
side nations for certain necessaries 
the submarine horrors would con- 
tinue without even the temporary 
respite that has been imposed by 
necessity. The neutral nations, 
it appears from this, hold the whip 
hand, A joint proclamation that 
they will immediately break off 
all relations with Germany if the 
atrocities are renewed might be 
effective,

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CASEMENT 
BEING TRIED 
FOR TREASON 


’ 
Court Hears of Rebel Leader's 
Activities While in Germany— 
Was Inciting the Irish 
pe 

London, May 15.—Sir Roger Case- 
ment, the supposed head and prime 
instigator of the Sinn Fein rebellion 
in Ireland, was arraigned today and 
charged with high treason. 

The few spectators who were per- 
mitted to enter the famous old Bow 
street police court were considerably 
surprised when a second prisoner was 
placed beside Casement in the dock. 
This man was Daniel Juleen Bailey, « 
| wivate soldier Whose home is at 

Vembley, a village near London, 
| Builey was arrested near Tralee, Ire- 
land, on April 21. He was jointly 
charged with Casement with high 
treason, but his exact connection with 
the Sinn Feiners has not so far been 
made public. 

In the formal charge Casement is 
described as of no occupation and no 
fixed abode. The charge against both 
defendants read: “For that they did 
between the first day of November, 

1914, and on divers other occasions 
between that day and the twenty-first 
day of April, 1916, unlawfully, mali- 
ciously and traitorously commit high 
treason within and without the realm 
of England in contempt of our sov- 
ereign lord and king and his law to 
the evil example of others in like case 
and contrary to the duty and allegi- 
ance of the said defendants.” 

Sir John Dickinson presided. 

Appearance of Casement 

Shortly after the magistrate had 
taken his seat Casement and his fellow 
prisgner were shown into the dock, 
Casement’s appearance was vastly dif- 
ferent from that of the man who gain- 
ed fame in 1912 by his exposure of the 
crueltics practiced on natives in Put- 
umayo by a British rubber company. 
He sat in the dock resting his chin on 
his hand and occasionally looked to- 
ward the magistrate. 

When the attorney-general in op- 
ening the case for the prosecution 
mentioned the conferring of the Order 
of Kntghthood on Casement the pris- 
oner dropped his head.

In opening 
the case for the crown, the attorney- 
general charged that Casement had 
canducted a systematic campaign 
among. the Trish prisoners in Gormany 
with the purpose of seducing them 
from their allegiance. Bailey, he said, 
had been seduced in this manner and 
had made «a statement describing 
Casement’s action jn detail . 

Tried to Inflame Irish 

According to the attorney-general, 
Bailey was born in Dublin and joined 
the Royal Trish Rifles in 1904. He 
served with his regiment in Indian and 
was honorably discharged. On the 
outbreak of the European war Bailey 
Was called out as a reservist and sail- 
ed with the original expeditionary 
force to France. He was taken pris- 
oner in. September 1914, The attor- 
ney-general said Bailey had related 
how a large number of Irish prisoners 
had been collected from various 
prisons in Germany and placed in a 
camp at Limburg. There they heard 
addressey_ by Casement, who tried to 
inflame their minds against the Brit- 
ish government and persuade them to 
break their oaths of allegiance and 
support him in his projected expedi- 
tion to Ireland, 

Was Rebel Organizer. 

The attorney-genecral said Casement 
described himself as the organizer of 
the Irish volunteers and impressed on 
the Irish prisoners in Germany that 
everything was to be gained for Ira- 
land by Germany's winning the way. 
Those prisoners who joined a brigade 
he Was attempting to form were pro- 
ised by Casement, the attorney-gen- 
tral asserted, that they would be sent 
to Berlin as guests of the German gov- 
ernment, In the event that Germany 
won a sen battle he would land the 
brigade in Ireland to defend that 
country against England, if Germany 
lost the war the German government 
Would give exch man 10 pounds to 20 
pounds and free passage to America. 
“This is the plan conceived in 1910" 
said the attorney-general, “by the

livious of his surroundings but ocea- 
sionally he glanced up quickly, show- 
ing he was listening to the proceedings 
rotwithstanding his apparent inatten- 
tion,
